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Knit Flower Doily 

(As Shown on Front Cover) 


Two skeins of number 20 in white 
or ecru Daisy Mercerized Crochet Cot- 
ton will make this beautiful doily. You 
will need a set of number 1 double 
pointed knitting needles, a circular 
needle of same size and a number 8 
crochet hook. For a lacier doily, use a 
finer thread. The model measures 
about 23 inches in diameter. 

Abbreviations: K (knit); p (purl); 
sts (stitches); si (slip); tog (together); 
psso (pass slip stitch over)— to make a 
psso: si 1 st, k 1 st, pass slip st over the 
k st; O (thread over); tw st (twisted 
stitch)— k into the back of st to make a 
tw st; fagot st— to make a fagot, O 
twice, p 2 tog; psson (pass slip stitch 
over the k 2 tog)— to make a psson: si 
1, k 2 tog, pass slipped st over k 2 
tog; sc (single crochet); ch (chain); 
rnd (round). 

To begin, cast on 12 sts (4-4-4). 

Rnds 1, 2: K each rnd. 

Rnd 3: O twice, k 1, repeated 
around. 

Rnd 4: K 1, p 1, k 1, repeated 
around. 

Rnds 5, 6: K. 

Rnd 7: Fagot st, tw st, alternate 
these 4 times on each needle. 

Rnds 8, 9: Repeat rnd 7. 

Rnd 10: K 2 tog, O, tw st, O. 

Rnd 1 1 : Before starting this rnd, k 2 
sts onto last needle and each new rnd 
will start at this new point. Do the 
same with first 2 sts of other two 
needles. Tw st, k 3. 

Rnd 12: Tw st, k 1, (O, k 1) twice. 

Rnd 13: Tw st, k 5. 

Rnd 14: Tw st, k 2, O, k 1, O, k 2.

Use any desired crochet thread in 
white or color to make this little 
basket and use a contrasting color 
for trim; use a number 6 steel cro- 
chet hook. The completed basket 
measures about 4 inches high if 
made with a medium weight thread. 



Abbreviations: 


ch (chain) sc (single crochet) 

si st (slip stitch) sp (space) 

dc (double crochet) sk (skip) 

hdc (half double crochet) 

Bottom of Basket: To begin, ch 8, si 
st in first ch to form a ring, ch 1. 

Row 1: Make 15 sc in ring, join 
with si st to first sc. 

Row 2: Ch 3, dc, ch 2, 2 dc in 
same sp-shell made. * Ch 2, sk 2 
sc, shell of (2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc) in 
next sc, repeat from * around, end- 
ing with ch 2 and si st in third ch 
of ch 3, (5 shells with ch 2 between). 

Row 3: SI st to ch 2 of shell. * 
Shell in shell, ch 2, dc in next ch 
2 sp, ch 2, repeat from * around 
ending with ch 2 and si st in third 
ch of ch 3, join and fasten off. 

Row 4: Join contrast thread in 
any sp, sc in sp, ch 3, 2 sc in next 
sp, * (ch 3, sc in next sp) twice, 
ch 3, 2 sc in shell sp, repeat from 
* around ending with ch 3 and sc in 
sp with first sc, si st to first sc and 
fasten off. This completes bottom 
of basket. 
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Row 1 of Basket: Join thread in any 
ch 2 of shell in second row of bottom, 
ch 3, dc, ch 2, 2 dc in same sp for a 
shell. Ch 2, * (2 dc, ch 2, 2 dc) 
in center of next shell, sp, repeat 
from * around making 5 shells with 
ch 2 between, end with ch 2, si st 
in third ch of ch 3. 

Rows 2 through 5: SI st to ch 2 
sp of shell, ch 3, continue to make 
shells as in row 1, only ch 3 between 
shells, making 5 rows in all. 

Row 6: SI st to ch 2 sp of shell, 
ch 3, dc, ch 2, 2 dc in shell, * ch 1, 
shell in next sp, ch 1, shell in shell, 
repeat from * around ending with 
ch 1, si st to third ch of ch 3. Join 
and fasten off. 

Row 7: Join contrasting thread 
and work same as for row 4 of 
bottom. 


Handle: Join thread in any shell 
sp of 5th row of basket. Ch 35, si st 
in sp directly across basket in row 
5, ch 1, turn, * sk 1 sc, hdc in next 
sc, ch 1, repeat from * across ch 35 
in this manner ending with si st in 
same sp in which ch 35 was first 
joined. Fasten off. 

Stiffen basket with a sugar syrup

Many years ago, 
my grandmother 
taught me to knit 
and 1 have made 
many knitted arti- 
cles throughout the 
years. Then I 
learned of a knit- 
ting machine that would accomplish 
the same lovely work in one-fourth the 
time it took me to make a knitted arti- 
cle. I acquired one and a dress that 
formerly took me more than three 
weeks to finish, can now be made in 
less than five days. I have made and 
sold more than 100 baby outfits, con- 
sisting of sweaters, bootees, caps and 
soakers. For these I use a basic form 
pattern and then create my own design. 
Contrary to popular belief, any woman 
can wear knitted clothing if woven to 
her size. More than 100 sales of such 
dresses and suits have proved this. For 
a price rule I count the cost of the 
yarn and then charge the same amount 
for the labor. I find this method 
works out very satisfactorily for all con- 
cerned. Not only is this hobby a pay- 
ing one for my “golden years" but is a 
grand morale builder as well.

Economy Is the Word 


Another fun-filled holiday season 
is history and the hour for economy 
has arrived. It is time to plan the 
family menus carefully. The wise 
planner spends the dollar wisely 
and feeds the family more taste- 
fully. Let’s include soup bones, stew 
meat, the left-over roast with 
noodles and ground beef. 

Flavor is the password and the 
keyword, in keeping the family 
mealtime enthusiasm high while you 
keep the budget low. When making 
a cream sauce use part milk and part 
broth, then season it well with salt, 
pepper, monosodium glutamate, a 
little lemon juice and a few shakes 


of nutmeg (or better still buy the j 
whole nutmeg and grate it right | 
into the sauce — the flavor is slightly 
different and so good). Use any - 
extra egg yolks in your cream sauce 
to give extra richness and color as 
well as flavor. Experiment with 
herbs, curry powder, rosemary, j 
oregano, thyme; try some celery, 
poppy or sesame seed. Use fried \ 
noodles instead of the usual toast as I 
a base for creamed dishes. 

Rice is one of the best foods for 1 
this economy program. Hot rice and j 
creamed dishes or ground meat j 
dishes go together well. We need | 
not stick to “fluffy, buttered, salted 
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and peppered white rice.” Add 
chopped peanuts or some peanut 
butter and monosodium glutamate. 
Introduce an oriental flavor, by 
adding a sprinkling of curry powder 
and some raisins to the rice that 
goes under lamb, veal or chicken. 
First brown the raw rice in hot fat 
or oil then cook to the tender fluffy 
stage in meat broth or tomato juice. 

Spaghetti is another economical 
food to be used. Try the various 
noodles, both broad and skinny; 
macaroni, all shapes and sizes and 
the variation of spaghetti itself. 
Sprinkle poppy seeds liberally into 
the buttered skinny noodles and toss. 
This makes a good foundation for 
tongue. Or try adding fresh herbs, 
chives, scallions, fresh dill or 
parsley to spaghetti. 

The less tender cuts of meat are 
just as nutritious as the more ex- 
pensive cuts, if properly prepared. 
Remember the password, flavor, in 
preparing these cuts. Employ the 
herbs and spices and the ingenuity 
in cooking them. 

To sum up the pointers on 
economy: 

Plan, both the menus and the 
shopping list. 

Take advantage of the foods in 
season. 

Use the less tender cuts of 
meats. 

Stretch the meat supply with 
rice, spaghetti, fried noodles. 

Experiment with new flavors to 
keep the family mealtime in- 
terest stimulated. 

Keep your own interest high.

Arrange macaroni and cheese in alternate 
layers in buttered 2-quart casserole. Com- 
bine chicken, mushrooms and pimiento. 
Make a well in center of macaroni and fill 
with chicken mixture. Melt butter, blend 
in flour, salt and pepper, gradually add 
milk. Cook, stirring constantly, until thick- 
ened. Pour over mixture in casserole. Bake 
in moderate oven 350° F. 60 minutes.

Spareribs with Sauerkraut 
and Stuffing Balls 

2 sides pork spareribs (3 to 3V2 pounds) 
316 cups sauerkraut (No. 2V2 can) 

1 tablespoon caraway seed 
IV 2 teaspoons salt 
Vb teaspoon pepper 

1 large onion, sliced 

2 cups water 

Cut spareribs into serving pieces. 
Brown in heavy pot roast kettle, remove to 
pan and pour off excess fat. Add sauer- 
kraut to kettle and stir in caraway seed. 
Place browned ribs on kraut, add salt, 
pepper, onion and water. Cover and simmer 
for 1 % hours.

Oven Baked Turkey Croquettes 
Thick Cream Sauce: 

4 tablespoons butter 
V 3 cup flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
Va teaspoon paprika 
1 cup milk 

Melt butter, add flour and seasonings 
and blend. Add milk slowly, stirring con- 
stantly. Cook stirring, until mixture is very 
thick. Cool. Can be stored for several days 
in the refrigerator.

1 teaspoon lemon juice

1 egg, beaten with 1 tablespoon water

3 A teaspoon monosodium glutamate 

2 cups biscuit mix 

Va cup cooking oil 

% cup milk

Is it true that used tea leaves, coffee grounds 
and old tobacco make good fertilizer for 
plants? If so, when is a good time to mix it 
with the soil, and how long before the seeds 
are planted? Mrs. L.M., Texas. 

Tea leaves, coffee grounds and old 
tobacco have practically no fertilizing value 
in a potting soil, but they are excellent ad- 
ditions to the compost pile. When com- 
pletely decomposed they improve the soil 
texture. They should be mixed into the 
soil or compost heap and allowed to de- 
compose for at least four months before 
using. 

I would like to know the correct care for a 
caladium. My plant keeps getting new leaves, 
but these are small and soon wilt. Mrs. D.M.G., 
Indiana. 

The caladium is a tropical plant. It re- 
quires a warm, moist location and after a 
season of active growth it must be rested 
and allowed to become completely dormant 
for about four months. If kept growing 
without this rest the leaves become smaller 
and smaller and die off quickly and finally 
the bulb perishes entirely. Between Janu- 
ary and March start a top sized caladium 
bulb in a very warm place indoors planted 
in peat moss. Keep it growing shifting it 
into a larger pot as needed until mid- 
summer or early fall. Then dry off the 
bulb and save it for replanting next year. 

1 have a flowering snake plant which some- 
one told me is a female plant and is rather 
rare. Is this true and can you give me any 
other information about it? Mrs. C.G., Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Sansevieria, or snake plant often pro- 
duces a spike of flowers. It is the natural 
thing for it to do. Grown in small pots, 
or very crowded in larger pots and usually 
under adverse conditions the flower stalk 
is most often undeveloped. Sansevieria 
plants may be had in dwarf forms, tall 
forms with green, mottled or gold striped 
leaves. It is one of the hardiest of all 
house plants. 

I have started an avocado seed in water. 

It now has roots and two green leafy shoots. 
When is the best time to plant it in soil, and 
how much sun and water does it need? Will 
it bloom? Mrs. J. M., Ohio. 

The quicker the avocado plant is trans- 
planted from water to soil the better. The 
roots growing in water are extremely soft 
and when potted to soil often promptly 
decay, especially after they have made a 
good growth in water. The plant needs all 
the light available and it likes plenty of 
water but should have good drainage. 
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I have a large cactus which I think needs 
transplanting. It has long, toothed leaves about 
3 feet long and 2V2 inches across. The blooms 
are like the Christmas cactus but much larger. 
It is now in a 20-pound lard tub, and I want 
to move it into something larger. Could you 
suggest what this plant might be, and how 
and when to transplant it? Mrs. L. C. E., New 
Hampshire.

Your cactus is an Epiphyllum, once 
classified as a Phyllocactus, and commonly 
called an orchid cactus. The Epiphyllums 
are shade loving plants, with striking 
flowers blooming usually during early sum- 
mer. If your plant is potted in rich, well 
drained soil it might be more practical to 
feed the plant rather than increase the soil 
area. During the growing season feed the 
plant with a complete commercial fertilizer. 
Be careful not to overfeed but use a small 
amount of fertilizer at regular intervals. 
From November until February run the 
plant as dry as possible without causing 
the leaves to shrivel and do not feed. This 
allows the plant to rest. Then in early 
spring begin the feeding program. Rest and 
feed usually bring excellent results.

your house. If not, make one on chart 
paper. Accurately measure the lot, 
house and other building dimensions 
and plot them in their exact positions. 
Put in walks, drives, and other fea- 
tures including the trees and shrubs 
that you regard as permanent. This is 
what you start with. Trace the 
property plan on several work sheets 
of tracing paper, and experiment with 
possible planting schemes until a satis- 
factory general plan is selected. Block 
in where you want trees, shrubs, 
flowers— and jot down whether each 
should be high or low growing, its 
general shape, and perhaps even the 
color. 

There will be many things to con- 
sider. First is the amount of time you 
have to spend in caring for your yard. 
Flower and vegetable gardens take far 
more attention than lawn or shrub- 
bery. If you want to make things easy 
on yourself, keep flower and vege- 
table areas small. Keep the lawn shape 
simple and easy to mow. Try to organ- 
ize shrubs in groups rather than spot 
them throughout the lawn. Eliminate 
hedges to be trimmed. 

Second consideration: How about 
the future size of shrubs or trees you 
want to plant? Will your yard look 
overgrown in five years, with trees 
shading and sapping the space you 
saved for flowers and vegetables? Com- 
pare the planting schemes of yards in 
your neighborhood. Go to the parks, 
too. Plants that grow in your neighbor- 
hood will grow for you, and will take 
up just as much room. 

Third consideration: The surround- 
ings. If the house is old, don’t try to 
landscape the place like a contempor- 
ary. Always measure by standards of 
appropriateness and good design. If 
you have a nice view, don’t screen it

off with tall plantings. If across the 
way there is an ugly view, then do hide 
it with larger shrubs or trees. Take 
the neighbors trees into account. If a 
tree reaches across your boundary, you 
can't plan a flower or vegetable garden 
in the shade of it. If a rock outcrop 
occurs along a slope, perhaps you can 
use it as a natural rock garden setting. 
On sloping ground it will be well to 
study the way the water runs off, and 
make the proper allowances— for hardly 
anything grows where the water 
stands; and you would not want a rush- 
ing stream going down your flower 
bed. 

After all these factors have been 
weighed and a general plan emerges, 
break the overall plan down into sec- 
tions and work out each in detail. The 
entrance area or front yard will be one

Photography may help you get an 
objective plan for your front yard Cor 
your “foundation planting" as its so 
often called). Take a good picture and 
have it enlarged to a workable size. 
Make a tracing of it, but leave out all 
the present plantings you want to dis- 
pense with. On this picture you may 
arrange “dummies" of shrubs, small 
trees, vines, evergreens, etc., cut or 
copied from catalogs. Work with them 
until you find a pleasing arrangement. 
Old style houses really had need of 
shrubbery (and still have) to hide their 
high foundations and bring them down 
to earth. Newer homes are mostly 
built low, and call for a more open 
planting treatment since there is 
nothing to hide. 

At last, you have earned the fun of 
the planning task— that of picking out 
the kinds and varieties of plants you 
want to buy. You should study every 
choice on the basis of size, color, 
flowering time, hardiness, and grow- 
ing requirements. Does it answer the 
requirements of your plan? Usually 
catalogs answer these questions in 
their descriptions of the plants offered 
for sale. When in doubt about the 
suitability of a particular plant to your 
locality, your local nurseryman will 
be the best source of advice. 


A good potting soil for Rex 
Begonias is two-thirds compost, 
one-third old sod soil, a liberal 
amount of bonemeal , and a 
sprinkling of wood ashes and 
charcoal. These begonias suffer 
from over - watering so good 
drainage is important.

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Why Not Hook A Rug? 

W. C. Vanderwerth 


Interest in the making of hooked 
rugs has increased tremendously in 
recent years. Nothing so adds to the 
atmosphere of a home as does a beauti- 
ful hooked rug. While showing in- 
terest in the attractive rugs in the 
homes of their friends, homemakers 
often give little thought to making 
rugs of their own. 

Many homes have hooked rugs 
which are truly heirlooms and works 
of art. The homemaker who has a 
little time to spare each day can soon 
create her own charming floor cover- 
ings. When made of good materials 
which have been properly dyed, these 
rugs can be handed down to children 
and even grandchildren. Nothing is so 
satisfying as to create a thing of beauty 
that will endure for years. 

Once the “rug bug” has attacked a 
homemaker, she will be impatient to 
get back to her hooking after every 
interruption. Blending the colored ma- 
terial as it is hooked into the burlap 
base and producing a rose which stands 
out with “three-D” clarity is a thrill 



Swatches in the dye pot, with a stir- 
ring stick left in the pan so it will he 
handy for frequent movement of the ma- 
terial. Do not crowd fabric. Place in the 
dye pot, simmer ten minutes, remove the 
fabric, add salt, replace fabric and sim- 
mer for an additional 20 minutes. Remove 
fabric, rinse thoroughly in clear water, 
and proceed with dyeing; next shade.

that urges the hooker to get busy on 
the next flower. 

There are several fine books on rug 
hooking, and magazine and newspaper 
articles often feature that home craft. 
A scrapbook should be built up, so this 
material may be available for reference. 
Dye manufacturers issue pamphlets 
giving detailed instructions on blend- 
ing dye colors to secure a wide range 
of shades. 

Experienced hookers prefer woolen 
materials similar to flannel. However, 
any good woolen material may be used. 
Rummage sales are a good source of 
material at reasonable prices. Dis- 
carded woolens should be saved in an- 
ticipation of their eventual use in 
hooked rugs. All used material should 
be thoroughly washed before it is used. 
A word of caution here: gabardines are 
not suitable for hooked rugs, due to 
their tendency to unravel. 

In hooking leaves, petals, and flow- 
ers, it is desirable to use six shades of 
each color. Occasionally material can 
he found which will supply this range 
without resorting to the dye pot. If 
material is to be dyed, use white ma- 
terial, or that which is a very light 
shade of the color you need. 

Tear material lengthwise, so the 
narrow strips can be cut along a

straight edge and not cut across the 
weave. This will result in stronger 
strips. Be sure to start with enough 
material so that there will be ample of 
each of the shades. 

Dissolve a full package of perm- 
anent dye in a pint of warm water. 
Store in a pint jar and label, so the 
color can be identified later. When 
dyeing, put two quarts of water in an 
enameled pan and add one teaspoon 
of the dye mixture. This will be the 
first and lightest shade. Drop in

swatches, which have been thoroughly 
soaked in water. Do not crowd, leav- 
ing plenty of room for frequent stirring. 
Simmer for ten minutes, remove the 
swatches, add one teaspoon of plain 
salt, dissolve thoroughly, replace the 
swatches and simmer for an additional 
twenty minutes. Remove fabric from 
the dye pot, rinse thoroughly, and hang 
up to dry. 

Pour out the dye solution which has 
been used, and start over with fresh 
water. This time double the amount 
of dye, making two teaspoonfuls, for 
the two quarts of water. For each 
succeeding shade, double the amount 
of dye stock. Process the swatches as 
was done with the first lot. 

Different materials will not all take 
dye in the same manner. It may be 
necessary to vary this formula, or even 
that given by the manufacturer to get 
the results desired. Some experimenta- 
tion will indicate the correct formula. 



Tlie riift- in the process of hooking. A 
frame is nseil in this instance. Keep 
scissors handy and a supply of strips 
within reach. Some hookers use « 
straight needle, others prefer a needle 
with a hall type handle. Safety pms help 
keep loose sides of rug from sagging in 
frame. 
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Here is a beautiful hooked rug. ready 
for years of use. This rug was made 
with strips cut with scissors. A wide 
variety of patterns gives the hooker an 
opportunity to pick a design which will 
fit in with any type of furniture or in- 
terior decoration. 

Before starting the hooking, rug 
binding should be securely sewed 
along the edge of the stamped design. 
This will facilitate finishing the edge 
of the rug when hooking is completed 
and will insure a straight edge for the 
rug. 

Now that the range of greens, 
browns, reds and other blends have 
been secured, work can start on the 
actual hooking. Thickness of the 
material will determine the width of 
the strips. Many fine rugs have been 
made with strips cut with scissors, but 
several good strip cutting devices are 
available. They make quick work of 
cutting strips, usually four at a time. 
Best results are obtained in making a 
smooth looking rug by using narrow 
strips, usually about one-eighth inch 
wide. 

Many hookers prefer to lay the bur- 
lap base on a card table when they 
hook. Others find it more convenient 
to use a rug frame. Either method is 
satisfactory. The type of needle used 
also depends on the individual. Some 
needles are hand-made from a round 
bar of steel and have no handle. Other 
needles have a wooden handle. A fine 
point is desirable above the needle 
with a blunt point. 

When the rug has been completed, 
carefully trim down all fuzzy spots and 
brush off the lint. Turn under the 
edges of the burlap, finish sewing 
down the binding, and rug is ready for 
use.

Cut 
two face shapes from flesh-colored 
felt; embroider features on the front 
as indicated using brown for hair and 
brows, blue for eyes, red for nose and 
mouth. Whipstitch face front to back, 
padding firmly with cotton as you 



work. Draw flesh-colored sewing 
thread through and make tiny stitches 
at each corner of eyes, drawing through 
to back tightly to shape the face 
realistically. 



Cut bonnet and tie from red or any 
bright color of felt. Arrange bonnet 
over head as shown and tack in place. 
Stitch upper ends of bow to ivy leaf 
in position as shown. Tack head to 
ivy leaf with a few tight hidden 
stitches. Whipstitch a small safety pin 
to the back.

Huck Weaving 

Huck weaving will be more fascina- bags, pillow 
ting than ever now that it is possible to 
purchase huck toweling by the yard in 
as many as 12 beautiful colors, in- 
cluding pastels. You can decorate and 
make many exquisite articles for your 
family and home with this colorful 
type embroidery. The toweling is avail- 
able in three widths— 14 inch, 17 inch 
and 36 inch. You may also buy plain 
white and colored huck towels, but it is 
necessary to rip the hem and turn it up 
on the other side. As you know, huck 
weaving is worked on what is often 
considered the back of the huck 
toweling. 

The designs given here are suitable 
for place mats, shopping and hand

tops, aprons, curtains, 
towel ends, table covers and many 
other uses. These designs are the 
prettiest if worked in contrasting colors. 

The weight of toweling will be a 
guide as to the weight of thread you 
should use. There is an extra heavy 
white huck available which is very 
nice. You will want to try some of the 
new novelty threads combining mer- 
cerized cotton, non-tarnishing gold or 
silver metallic thread and rayon. The 
designs are exquisite worked in these 
threads and they do come in many 
colors as well as variegated. Pearl cot- 
ton, six-strand embroidery floss, heavy 
crochet thread or wool yarn may be 
used on the heavier huck toweling.

For a lighter weight huck, use 2 or 3 
strands of embroidery floss, light 
weight yarn or crochet thread for best 
results. A large-eyed blunt needle is 
best to use, the size depends on the 
weight of thread. 

Count the pairs of threads to find 
the center and start the design in the 
exact center of the huck material to be 
decorated so that the edges will end 
alike. The different widths of huck 
will determine the size of the design 
you use. Begin with a thread about 
two yards long or long enough to work 
across design without joining. Pull 
thread half through, leaving the re- 
maining portion to work other half of 
design. Carry thread through raised 
or warp threads of huck. Be careful to 
count accurately, do not let the weav- 
ing thread go through to under side 
of material. Make a loop in one design 
as shown in Figure 1 of sketch. Work 
design to edge of article; fasten off by 
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weaving the thread back through last 
few stitches as shown in Figure 2, cut 
thread. Thread needle with dangling 
thread left from the beginning, turn 
chart upside down to work other half 
of row. It is also necessary to turn 
work around. Do not pull thread too 
tight or piece will pucker. 

Follow charts to work designs.

Here is a dainty corner heart de- 
sign worked in filet crochet. The 
model was made of Lily Tatting Cot- 
ton in shaded red. Use a number 11 
crochet hook to work edge around 
handkerchief. 

Abbreviations: 

ch (chain) sc (single crochet) 

st (stitch) p (picot) 

sk (skip) sp (space) 

dc (double crochet) 



Corner: — Starting at top edge, 
ch 98. 

Row 1 : Dc in 8th ch from hook, * 
ch 2, sk 2 ch, dc in next ch, repeat 
from * 29 times more (31 sps). 

Work in filet crochet following 
chart until corner is completed. Sew 
to corner of handkerchief, allowing 
1 sp on each side to extend over cor- 
ner. Cut out material underneath 
crocheted corner, make narrow 
rolled hem. 

Edge: Join thread to first sp of 
crocheted corner. 
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Row 1: Work 6 sc over each sp 
along sides, making 10 sc over cen- 
ter sp at lower point (or corner), 
then work a row of sc along side of 
handkerchief, working 3 sc in each 
corner, join to first sc made. 

Row 2: * Sc in each of next 3 sc, 
ch 3, sc in third ch from hook for 
p, sc in each of next 3 sc, repeat 
from * to center sp at lower point, 
sc in each of next 5 sc, p, sc in each 
of next 8 sc, * p, sc in each of next 
6 sc, repeat from * to end of crochet 


corner. Working around edge of 
handkerchief, * sc in each of next 
3 sc, p, repeat from * around. Join 
and fasten off.

Sweet Pea 

This pretty flower seen in so many 
gardens is perhaps the most highly 
developed of all annuals. It is one 
of the earliest spring flowers, as it 
thrives in cool weather. The sweet 
pea joins our collection of favorite 
flower designs. These designs are 
intended for use in a variety of 
ways. Embroidery and hand paint- 
ing are two suggested uses. They 
also may be employed as a quilt, 
bedspread or luncheon cloth motif, 
as head scarf decorations, needle- 
work pictures, or in any other way 
you may desire. Children like to 
trace these pictures to color. 

For a quilt it would be best to 
work designs on 8 by 9 inch white 
blocks, alternating them in the quilt 
with plain white or pastel blocks 
of the same size. Depending on the 
size of the finished quilt, you will 
probably need three or four blocks 
of each flower. For hand painting, 
trace design lightly on material, out- 
line in textile paint using pointed 
water color brush or ball point tex- 
tile pen. Dry brushing will give a 
desirable shaded effect. To do this, 
dip tip of brush in paint and brush 
across a blotter or cloth until excess 
is removed, then apply paint to de- 
sign by brushing away from the 
edge or portion which should be 
darker. 

To embroider use outline stitch. 
For needlepoint, transfer the design 
to needlepoint canvas and follow 
all lines as closely as possible with 
needlepoint stitches. Typical colors 
would be all shades of pink, laven- 
der, red, orange and white. The 
stems and leaves should be a soft 
green.
